E Irſt, fo2 that in great Pariſhes, where diners doe come in great mul⸗ 
titudes to reteiue the Communion, whercof ſome doe ſtand Excom⸗ 
municate: Do auoid this inconuenience in euerp Pariſh, the Miniſter 
and Church⸗wardens ſhall keepe a Boke of all Excommar ications 
b2ought vnto them, and from what Court, and of the dap, moneth, and 
peare it was recctued ; and of the parties names fo Excommunicated, 
and fo2 what canſe, and of the dap moneth, and peare of the Denuncia⸗ 
tion, andlikewiſe of the Ablolution, to the end that all perſons may be 
d2awne to confozmitie, and none admitted to be partakers of Common 
pꝛaper and ih Sacraments who dos ſtand Excommunicate, when they 
offer themſelues readp to reteiue the lame.
